An all-Hungarian conference of priests of the Roman Catholic 
church who are peace swpporters was held in Budapest on august 1/1. 
It is a known fuet that on orders from the Vatican the higher Hun-— 
garian clergy adopted 2 sharply hostile attitude toward the collection 
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of signatures bt the Stockholm Ropewn in. defence of peace. The Hunga+ 
rian bishops categorically forbade servants of the Catholic church to 
sign the Stockholm Appeal. | They came down on those priests and monks 
who endeavoured to join the peace movement with all kinds of threats 
‘up, .to and including threats of removal from’ their. posts and exc ommani- 
cation. 

' The clerical re action ‘thought by its hostile pronouncements to 
sow confusion among the masses of faithful Catholics and keep them away 
from the peace movement. 

The princes of the, church, however, severely miscalculated: by 
their dishonest activities they have-isolated themselves from the masses 
of faithful Catholics. 

Tn a@ country with a popuhation of 9,300,000 the Stockholm Appeal 
was signed by seven and a half million peble. When a campaign was lLaun- 
ched to collect funds to send a hospital to the Korean people, who are 
fighting selflessly against the american imperialists, .some 14 million 
forints was collected within just a few days. 

At factories and mills and in the countryside the working people 
of Hungary are taking as a meane of strengthening peace, labour pledges 
to increase output, raise labour productivity and fulfill deliveries 
of agricultural produce to the state ahead of schedule. 

_ The unanimity with which the Hungarian people, including faithful 
Catholics, have come out in defence of peace, against the imperialist 
wenmaeer a: produced a profound impression on rank-and-file Catholic 
priests and monks. Despite the threats of the bishops many of them 
began to take a bolder part in the peace movement together with all 
the people. 

The conference in Budapest was attended by 400. priests and monks 
from all parts of the country. 

The main address at the conference was made by Doctor Horvat Ri- 

hard, a monk of the Distoruth Order, in which he declared: 

"We are gathered together at this conference to declare that there 
must be a change in the behaviour of our church toward the government's 
We must emerge from the cul-de-sac into which we have been led by cer- 
tain high-placed churchmen. In their desire for a return of the old 
regime they have pursued a fatal policy. and progressive movement among 
the priests was crushed. an end must be put to views that hold that a 
real priest is one who shares reactionary political principles 

"Ve cannot.look upon the destiny of our people from the Teapot 
of the interests of american imperialism. We look with distrust upon 
the statements made by Vatican representatives and in certain concrete 
cases reject them because they do not correspond either to the truth or. 
to the interests of our people. 

"If official Catholic circles and the Vatican are inclined to 
accept as good only reactionary regimes, for us this is not obligatory. 
Our place is together oo our people, who are nuslians a happy future 
on the path to Socialis 

"We mist not only re ae tte peace but actively fight for peace. 
Ve must take part in the work of the peace committees, expose and brand 
the instigators of war and those responsible for war, and condemn all 
speculation with the atom bomb",

Phe conference took a decision to set up an all-Hungarian peace 
committee of Catholic priests, and fifteen priests and monks were elece- 
ted members of this committee. 

The all-Hungarian peace conference of priests of the Roman Catho- 
lic. church was an important political event in the country's life. It 
showed that a-congiderable number of the priests in the Catholic church 
wish as soon ag possible to bring about agreement between the People's 
Republic and the Catholic church in a spirit of support of the regime 
of People's, Democracy and the strengthening of peace. si : 

The conference showed that the reactionary, antipopular policy 
of the princes of ‘the Hungarian church has failed. 
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“Several weeks ago the small flourishing Korean town of Phenthek 
was still l@ading' a’ péacéful life of labour. Wisps of smoke curled up 
from the chimneys of family hearths: children played in-the gardens. — 
Today it has been* wiped off the face of the earth, turned into a heap 
of rubble with’ a’ thick layer of ashes covering it like a shroud.

_ happy by the roar of guns and the explosion of bombs in Korea, how plea- 
sant they find the smell of burning gunpowder smoke and blood that is 
carried over for there. oa 

The "Journal of Commerce" joyfully reminds its readers that the 
Korean events have made it possible to avoid the serious decline in 
business activity that would have been inevitable this’summer. The 
weekly "S3usiness Week" announces with a sigh of relief that as a re- 
sult of the war in Korea the handful of billionaires will"not have to 
worry" any more about a deepening of the crisis inasmuch as “armaments 
expenditures are rising". "Barrons", mouthpiece of the american stack 
tharket men, rejoices at the fact that the Korean events have helped fi- 
nally to transfer the direction of United States foreign policy from 
the'incapable hands of the State Department to the hands of the grim 
men from the Pentagon"--that snake nest of warmongers. 

The same ideas are expressed at much greater length and more conc- 
retely in the magazine "Die Schtrasse", a magazine publigh Gide "Bonn 
Germany". ‘The columns of this magazine present an eee of what, 
in the opinion of industrial magnates, threatens the American interven- 
tionists and their submissive slaves in the event of the failure of 
their bloody plans for unleashing a new war and, consequently, a peace- 
ful settlement of the events in Korea. 

"at the very same moment that peace is suddenly established", "Die 
Sohtrasse" declares, "the 12,000 american factories which, according 
+o information from the Armaments and Munitions administration, are 
working, exclusively for war will close their gates. If peace lasts a 
Little-longer, the same fate will overtake about another 30,000 enterp- 
rises... Everything will come to a stop because coal, ore and oil feed 
primarily the Moloch of war. tiany spheres of scientific aqtivity will 
be paralyzed. A whole army of political figures and specialists in 
military and peacetime professions will find themselves out of work. 
Peace...would be a greater catastrophe for them than a new world war". 

And so, war is a means of ensuring full capacity operation for 
the entire industry of death, is a source of uninterrupted enrichment 
for the atom and gun kings, is an opportunity completely to subordinate 
the whole of United States foreign and domestic policy to the power of 
‘bloody cash; éven if attaining this end involves cutting the veins of 
all mankind! That is why the transoceanic aggressors are so stubborn- 
ly hindering the establishment of peace in Korea, which they regard 
as a "bridgehead" from which they will succeed in pushing the whole 
world into the abyss of a new world catastrophe! 

There is yet another motive of no little importance explaining 
the infuriation of the interventionists in Korea: in the army. of that 
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unity of its native land but also for the triumph of peace throughout 
the world, ach of its gun salvos is a'sdivo in defence of peace! Over 
each inch of native soil which it liberates flies not the pirate flag 
of aggression but the radiant banner of the champions of peace. In 
each battle slogan with which the soldiers of the Korean people storm 
the positions of the Truman-Macarthur mercenaries there rings out, as 
from the trumpeter's bugle, the invincibbe and indestructible word 
"peace!" That is why the interventionists look upon the small town of 
Phenthek, a tiny spot on the map, not only as a place on whose destruct- 
ion tons of metal and explosives may be profitably expended but also 

ag a small fortress thats to be wiped off the face of the earth be- 
cause it is inhabited by people who are fighting for peace. 

The events which the transoceanic aggressors have unleashed in 
Korea have brought them reverses not only on the battlefield. The ‘ 
deafening explosions of the bombs with which the American cannibals 
wiped Phenthek off the face of the earth have had a powerful echo in 
all parts of the world. Like the bell of legend, this echo tolls for: 
those who have perished and exhorts the living, awakening in them a 
storm of indignation! . 

The peoples of the world pillory the American warmongers All 
honest men and women throughout the world demand that United States 
aggression be paralyzed, that a stop be put to the brutal pombing of 
the peaceful population and that the interventionist troops be removed 
from Korea. Chairman of the Security Council y.aeMalik and the Gene- 
ral Secretary of the United Nations are receiving more and more new 
proposals from those who crave the preservation and consolidation of 
peace in all parts of the globe. The World Bederation of Trade Unions 
demands that the population of Korea immediately be protected against 
air raids and also against any threat of the atom bomb being used. 

The Government of Czechoslovakia protests against the deliberate inac- 
tion of the Security Youncil which, because of the stand taken by the 
"americanized majority", has not yet done anything to condemn the USA 
as the aggressor and to put an end to the sufferings of the Korean 
people. The Central Council of Trade Unions of the USSR has sent a 
telegram insisting on behalf of the working people of the USSR that 
the Serurity Council condemn the United States aggression in Morea, 
that the brutal bombing of Korean towns and villages by the American 


airforce be stopped, and that decisions also be adopted for the imme- 


gGiate cessation of the american intervention in Korea and the withdraw 
wal of all foreign troops. 
Put an end to the cynical game which Wall Street is playing in 
the UNited Nations, endeavouring to counteract the will of the peoples! 
Hands off Korea! Such is the unanimous slogan coming from millions of 
mouths, the slogan with which the fight for peace is now developing 


on an ever broader scale. 


New millions of men and women are now joining the ranks of the 
peace defenders because they have been shaken to the depths by the 
behaviour of the imperialist brigands in Korea. 
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Just recently the Permanent Committee of the. World Peace Cong 
ress published a communique announcing that six hundred million pesples 
comprising about a quarter of all mankind, had signed the appeal. Since 
then, during the past few days, reports are coming in showing that the 
figure indicated in the communique is growing steadily. 

The war in Korea, like the entire aggressive policy of the Ame- 
ridan imperialists, opens the eyes of the common people of the world 


to the actual state of affairs. It is no accident that of the more 


than 14 million gignatures collected in Italy over ten and a half 
million were affixed to the Appeal after. the beginning of the ameri- 
can intervention in Korea. . 

The more brutal the Yankee imperialists become in Korea, the 
more furious and frank their preparations for a new war, the more shame-: 
less their attempts to subordinate the peoples of the countries they 
are colonizing--the stronger becomes the peace camp, the mightier and 
more numerous becomes this irresistable movement of our day. 

Just ag the Czcch town of Lidide has become in the memory of. 
the peoples a symbol of the inhumanity of the German fascists, the 
levelled Korean town of Phenthek is becoming in our minds a symbol of 
the atrocities committed by the American murderers.
